Tanning Materlals in United States 

The figures of the United States for- 
estry service show that there are 
some 22,000,000 worth of vegetable 
tanning material used every year in 
the United States. The chief source 
of tauning is hemlock bark, but the 
quantity used is steadily decreasing, 
owing to the depleting of the forests. 
The amount of bark utilized in the 
United States in 1906 was 930,000 
tons, in 1907, 816,000 tons; in 1908 
810,000 tons; and in 1909, 698,000 tons, 

There are in all, six sources of tan- 
ning: gall nuts, fruits of certain plants 
and leaves of sume trees and shrubs, 
wood of such trees as chestnut and 
quebrecho, bark of many trees and 
shrubs, roots of certain plants. The 
decrease in the amount derived from 
'these usual sources of vegetable tan- 
{ning 1s being met by introducing new 
materials and chemical substitutes. 
'rhere appears to be a limit, however, 
to which substitutes cai be success- 
fully carried, and the question of a fu- 
ture supply ‘of vegetable tanning is 
becoming a matter for serious consid- 
eration,

Renewal of Brands 


The Brands Act recently bfeore the 
Legislature provides for the cancella- 
tion of brands automatically every four 
years, unless the owner applies for re- 
newel, andany brand so cancelled may 
he renewed on application within three 
months after cancellation ‘Ihe ob- 
ject of this provision ts to climinate 
the large numer of obsolete | rands 
now carried in the brands book of the 
province, Under the act all brands 
alloted before 195 will expire next 
year, those alloted 1905 07 will «xpire 
on December 3tst, 1915; 1908-10 
brands will expire at the end of 1916, 
and those alloted in the year 1911713 
expire at the end of 1917. 

The act provides for the appoint 
ment of a recorder of lbrands, and ota 
brand commission, to consist of three 
stuck owners Persons removiug stock 
a distance of twenty miles in the pro 
vince or to points outside the province 
are required to provide themselves 
with a brand recorder’s certificate, or 
bill of sale, giving a description of the 
stock to show that such stock are 
proper'y in their possession, and any 
person is given the right to inspect 
travelling stock and to compare the 
brands on the stock with the brand 
certificates or bills of sale. A penalty 
of $200 and costs is provided for 
offences under the act.

1913 Crop 
in Alberta 


One hundred million dollars in 
round numbers, or more than $200 
per capita of the total population of 
the province, is the estimated farm 
value of the 1913 crop in Alberta 
Statistics compiled from reports to 
banks and transportat‘on companies 
in Edmonton show increases of from 
12 to 23 per cent. in the grain crop as 
foliows: 

Wheat, 24,540,000 bushels; Oats, 
44,345,000 bushels; : arley, 11,310,000 
Sushels; flux, 650,000 bushels; rye, 
410,000 bushels.

Other items of the crop of 1913 are: 
Hay, 90,000 ton-; potatoes, 8,150,000 
bushels; turnips, 2,000,000 bushels, 
tangoids, 500,000 lushels; carrots, 
340,000 bushels. Reports on sugar 
beets, corn and other farm crops are 
not complete, but show big increases 
over any previous yearin Alberta.

More 
than 8,000 homestead entries were 
filed the first nine mouths this year. 


$7,500 Fire at 
Castor 


Two livery barns, valued at $5,000 
were totally destroyed by fire. on the 
night of October gtst, at Castor, and 
15 horses, worth alout $2,500 were 
burned to death. he horses belong 
ed to W. McCaig, who was the pro.

November ist ween the fire was 
extinguished ‘The two stables are 
located inthe centre of the town and 
fora time it was thought that other 
buildings would also suffer serious loss 
Several sinall shacks were destroyed; 
these were in the immediate vicinity 
of the burning stables.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—six months idence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A_ homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acre3, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, exoopt when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may ites &@ quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six from date of 
homestead oui (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra ctftivation. The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or atony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districta, Price $3 per 
acre. Dutics—Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $800,

Halr-Cutting Causes Baldness 
Several matters of interest to tie 


mere layman engaged the attention of | 
Conference at | 


the British lAedical 
Brighton recently. Dr. Barendt, a 
akin specialist, for example, suggested 
too much hair cutting as a cause of 
baldness. 

Why is it that there are so many 
bald men and so few bald women? ho 
asked. I believe jt is because men 
will not let thelr hair grow to a pro- 
per length. The average man wears 
his hair about an inct. long, whereas 
{t should be at least thirteen or four- 
teen inches, 

Dr. Barendt afterward explained 
that he considered nature was affront- 
ed by frequent cutting of the hair. 
If it is not allowed to grow to the 
length I havo men:ioned it becomes 
dry and loses its strength, much in 
the same way that the muscles of the 
body become flabby and weak if they 
are not exercised. 

Dr. David Walsh, a Harley street 
skin speclalist, told the meeting that 
he considered the abnormal loss of 
hair on the head, as well as many 
skin diseases, was largely associated 
with defective circulation of the blood. 
Loss of hair might often be taken as 
a sign of heart trouble. In support 
of this he found that out of thirty-six 
bald persons he had examined twenty- 
four were suffering from valvular dis- 
ease of the heart. Dr. Eddowes, how- 
ever, mentioned the case of an ex: 
tremely bald man who was one of the 
most powerful gymnasts he knew 

Speaking before another section at 
the conference, Dr. H. F, Winslow de 
clared that we are quite wrong in our 
mnethods of taking food. He would 
not promise any short cut to the mil- 
lennium but he suggested that man- 
kind would enjoy much better health 
if they would only recognize the fact 
that it 1s wrong to drink at meal 
times. All drinks should be taken 
between meals, He was not talking 
about alcohol; in fact, he entirely dis- 
sociated his present contention from 
any discussion of temperance. What 
he wanted people to do was to eat 
without any sipping at all.
